LIVING IN GLASS HOUSES 
Shall we live, some day , in glass houses? 
present day dwellings with massive walls 
gloomy interiors all wrong? 
In order to find out, the U. S. Public Health 
Service has erected on the outskirts of Wash­ 
ington a dwelling all of glass, whose ceiling 
moves up and down in sections and whose win­ 
dows appear and disappear as if by magic. 
The purpose of this experimental cabinet is 
to help discover just how big, what shape, and 
where the windows in y our home should be. It 
marks the most thorough scientific investigation 
of the cheapest illuminant in the world — day ­ 
light. 
There is no guesswork about the U. S. Public 
Health Service’s tests. 
Within the glass house, a delicate electric re­ 
cording device known as a Case photo-electric 
cell registers more accurately than the human 
ey e the amount of light in any room; while on 
the roof, another electric recorder ceaselessly 
indicates, for comparison, the brilliancy of the 
sunshine outside. As the experts, under the di­ 
rection of Dr. L. R. Thompson of the Division of 
Industrial Hy giene and Sanitation, make walls 
into windows and windows into walls, the m a­ 
chine jots down on a rolling sheet of paper the 
effects of the changes. 
From its charts, the experts expect to learn 
how to build windows in houses, and whether 
dwellings need be only partly of glass, or should 
be transparents structures, all “show windows,” 
held together by pillars and beams. Tests are 
being made with ordinary panes; “health glass,” 
which admits the sun’s ultra-violet ray s, is next 
to be tried. The correct ceiling height for best 
lighting, and what colors for walls and ceiling 
best relieve ey e-strain, are two other problems 
being studied.

New York, March 17 (A.P.) —

After sagging more than a 
point to a new'low Chesapeake 
ft Ohio rallied to sell about a 
point higher, Union Pacific re­ 
covered a two point loss and 
Sante Fe converted an early loss 
into a three point gain. 
Losses of a point or so in U. 
S. Steel and American Can was 
recovered. 


New York, March 17 (A.P.) — 
The stock market eased slightly 
in the opening transactions to­ 
day, then showed signs of stiff­ 
ening. 
The price mov ement during 
the first half hour was narrow 
and unilluminating, and trading 
was extremely dull. U. S. Steel 
sagged %, and American Tele­ 
phone %, then b oth recov ered 
partially. Macy dropped 2 points 
and Consolidated Gas 1, b ut 
elsewhere, losses were fraction­ 
al. 
The most important European 
news of the day was the an­ 
nouncement of another cut in 
the Bank of England’s discount 
rate, which now stands at 3% 
per cent against the prev ious 
quotation of 4 per cent. The En­ 
glish b ank rate frequently fore­ 
shadows similar action b y the 
new federal reserv e b ank. 
In b anking circles the Bank 
of England’s action was regard­ 
ed as particularly b eneficial b e­ 
cause of its appearance at a 
time when confidence in Europe 
had b een impaired b y the Kreu- 
ger incident. The reduction was 
regarded as a proof of continued 
improv ement in the British fi­ 
nancial status, an interpretation 
that was helped b y the weekly 
English b ank statem ent showing 
a slight decline in circulation 
and a sharp increase in the re­ 
serv e ratio from 31.1 to 37.1 per 
cent.
